Th-ey are a wild, disorderly, unkempt 
crowd, Blvlng no api)earanco of holi- 
ness. 

The nio.st Import.int problem broURht 
out by the absence of the Dalai Lama 
from L'Hassa, he having left the holy 
city because the presence of Colonel 
Younghusband's force had desecrated 
It, Is that of the Lamalst succession. 
China's efforts for four years to get 
from the Lama what she wanted have 
proved unavailing, and she has now 
embarked on a course of religious In- 
trigue with the Tafhl Ijama, the 
Krand lama who rules at L'llassa dur- 
ing tire aljsenee of tlie Dalai Lama, 
China's piiri)Ose In this is to s-ecuro 
a foothold for the political mastery of 
Thibet and Mongolia, and it Is be- 
lieved here, In \'ie\y of tlie recalcitrant 
attitude of tlie Dalai L.ama that Cliina 
will have the Tafhl Lama eunie to 
Pekin. 

The activities already displayed by 
the foragers and procurers of the 
Dalat I^ama forecast .i repetition of 
tli(> scandalous jiroceedlngs that were 
witnessed at Wu Tal .Shan, where the 
Dalai Lama luld court for three 
months last summer. The entire 
retinue of the Lama has not yv.i ar- 
rived at 'I'luK t.'how, liut still the local 
autliorities have seen lit to place the 
policing of the city on a military basis.

W'ashlngton, Sept. 2S. — The cholera 
epidemic in Russia is Increasing, says 
a cablegram to the marine hospital 
service from a European agent of 
that bureau today. 

St. Petersburg Report 

St. Petersburg, Sept. 28.— The chol- 
era continues to decrease. The num- 
ber of new ca&es In the municipul 
huspital for the twenty-four hours 
ending at noon today was 263, and the 
deaths 102. 

Bight hospital attendants have come 
down with the disease, and as a re- 
sult other attondants are In a sate ot 
panic. Great difficulty Is being en- 
countered in persuading them to re- 
turn to their posts. Another .student 
of the Pavlovskl military academy died 
today, and Baroness Von Jluller is 
among the stricken. 

Premier Stolypin has written a 
sharp letter of censure to the mayor 
of St. Petersburg regarding the condi- 
tions in the principal quarters of the 
city. 

The Disease In Manila 
Manila, Sept. 28. — For the twenty- 
four hours ending at' 8 o'clock thi.s 
morning fourteen new cases of cholera 
and three deaths were reported. 
Fleet Rooeption Put Off 
Washington, Sept. 28.— -The formal 
reception of the -Atlantic battleship 
fleet at Manila, except the water par- 
ado, has been suspended until early 
In November, because of the good 
weather conditions usually iirovalling 
then, according to a cablegrain from 
Governor General Smith at Manila to- 
day. Despite the more favorable chol- 
era situation today, the Ciovcrnor 
General doubts whether Vho disease 
can be ellmlnrtted before the fleet ar- 
rives there on the westward trip. Ac- 
cordingly the recerition will occur dur- 
ing the month's stay of the fleet 
there for taj^et practice on the way 
back from China and .Tapah.

A further step way taken by the city 
eounell toward regulating- the canlm^ 
population of the elly, when at la.st 
nIfjht'H meetiner tho amendment;) to Al- 
derman Hall's recent nieasuro, nocea- 
.sitatetl by the action of the court in 
dec'laring'thc first measure ultra vires, 
were passed. Hereafter no dog will be 
pormlttod to run at large on any street 
within tho fire limits at any time be- 
tween the hours of 8 o'clock In tlio 
morning and 11 o'clock In the evening, 
mid every dog shall be provided with a 
collar of leather or metal, to which 
mii.st he affixed the current year's tag,- 
and any failure to so tag the auhnal 
will render tho owner liable to a fine 
of not more than $5, and tho penalty 
for allowing dogs to run at large wlth- 
Ing the fire limits Is fixed at not more 
than $.')0. 

The by-law, of which the above are 
the principal regulations, wa.s pa.4sed 
wdlhout conmicnt. The meaaure haH 
now been before tho council for several 
weeks, and each member of the council 
wa.s evidently quite conversant with 
tlie provlHlon.s of It. and evidently saw 
no contentious matter *ln It. 

Tho regulation as to dogs running 
at large within the fire limits will not 
he enforced until the beginning of next 
year, when the new lag.s will he IsHuud. 

That , the council Is opposed to 
changes being made In the tiaio for 
receiving tcnder.s fur the last water 
hlgh-pre.sBure punip.s was Indicated 
when the request of tho J. Nell.'^ori 
company of Wlnnipi'g for an cxteii.--iun 
of time In order that that concern 
miffht receive quotatlona from old 
Country flrm.s, was turned down. The 
tenders are to be in on October r», but 
the Winnipeg firm asked for further 
time. Aldermain Fullerton declared 
tliat there had been enough trouble 
over tenders in the past, and, in fact, 
tho council had so often changed the 
terms of tendering that It wa.i getting 
.so that responsible firms were chury 
about submitting them. 

Alderman McKeown belbived that 
soirui of tho teiulerer.s for the pumii.s 
would in all likelihood liave gone to 
considerable expense In Kendlng in 
their tender.s, and it would nut be fair 
to thcni to now extend the time furtii- 
er to accommodate .some otlicr llrm. 
Oppose Proposed Plans. 

Several property owner.s on Pembor- 
ton road who are aver.se to the pro- 
po.sed local improvement work on that 
Ihorcnighfare, have requested the coun- 
cil to make .sun\e change in the scheme 
of Improvement. The city Intended to 
grade arul macadaml/.e the street from 
i'"ort .street to Rockland avenue and 
lay permanent cement walks on both 
shies. Some of the oAvncrs suggest 
that as the road is narrow the sideWklK 
bo laid only on the cast side of the 
street from tho end of the present ce- 
ment walk to Rockland avenue, placing 
only a curb on the west side, while 
th(! roadway be macadamized, the 
.surface being treated wltii tar. It l.s 
also .suggested that the ' city do Jtot 
consider the laying of boulevards it's Jt 
would Involve the .sacrifice of a uumijer 
of fine trees and any steps taken by 
tho city to remove tho trees will bo 
strenuously opposed. The proposition 
is also made that each of the owners 
on the west side of the road shall look 
after the ground In front of their re- 
si)i etivo properties. To the above sug- 
gestions the council gave considera- 
tion at the Friday night's meeting of 
the slre(-ts. bridges and sewer.s com- 
mittee, aiul in the meantime the work 
will be dropia/d from the list <U' works 
which the cnuncll pa.s.sed upon last 
Monday evening. 

.1. MuHgrave, agent for the owmT of 
property on Government street, en- 
tered a protest against tlic as.sos.sment 
levied on tho property for the new 
block pavement. The owner has been 
notified that his share of tho cost of 
the new pavement Is $282.50, spread 
over ten payments. Mr. Musgrave con- 
tends that when the question of the 
reblocklng of' Government street was 
discussed an agreeement was entered 
into between the owner.s and the city 
whereby the city was to pay the fli'sl 
four years of tho asHessment as that 
was the length of time whleli the old 
iissessment for the flr.st pavement ii.'id 
to run, and that the owners !uid city 
would jointly pay tin; remaining six 
\e.'irs. Mr. .Musgrave therefore claims 
that he should not be called upon to 
Iiay anything until the fifth year of iho 
term of the new pavement hn.s arrived. 
.Mr. Musgrave's complaint was i-e- 
ferred to the city solicitor. 

Damaged Wall. 

Th(^ complaint oC .Mr.s. ,1. II. Mc- 
i.aughlin, corne r of Fcrnwood road 
and I'andcjr.-i avenue, made through her 
solicitor, J. A. Alkman, tliat city wurl;- 
men, in grading Pandora avenue, dam- 
aged her stone wall, about fifty fei t 
of which has been practically ruined, 
was also referred to the city Rollcitor. 
iMrs. iMcLaugiilln claims that the street 
lines were estubllshed by Peter Li'ech, 
the then city surveyor, for the pur- 
l)0se of enabling her to erect the wall, 
and she maintains Hint the city must 
now be governed by the.se lines. She 
miggests that the city .•^iiould re-erect 
tlie wall and the cost tlieri'of, and she 
will allow the wall to b" set back to 
tlie line established by the [iresent oily 
englnoi'r. 

Owing to tho fact that tho work of 
laving the salt water high-pressure 
miilns Is now being done and a suffi- 
cient number of valves to be Installed 
with tho mains, eamiot be borrowed 
from the water works depiirtmenl ow- 
ing to the rapid work being done in 
laying the nmlns for the water works 
service. It was declib'd nol to call for 
lenders, Init to get (iiiotatloiis from all 
tho loi:al nrms In a jiosition to sujMily 
such v.alves, .-ind the mayor, ]iurcli,as- 
ing agent and city engineer wll con- 
sider the bids .-uid let the contract. 

The fidlowing local hnprovement 
works were re))orted upon by the city 
englneci', adopted and will be pro- 
ceeded with: Permanent sidewalk on 
the oast side of Houghton street, be- 
tween Denman Stre«t and Pembroke 
street, to cost of which the city's 
share will be permanent side-

In order to avoid- tfie, tearing up or 
roads after th« Work ot Improvement 
has been done-the gas company will be 
asked to, wherever pos.slble, have tho 
gas mains laid before the Irnprovoinent 
work commences.

Rev, E. G. Miller Tells of the 
Great Anglican Gath- 
ering 



Tbe effects of the Pan- Angllenii 
congress was the siiliject of the Rev. 
K. G. Miller's sermon ut St. Barnabas' 
church yesterday morning, while lils 
text was found In the words, "1 was 
glad when they said unto me: 'Let us 
go Into tho house of the Lord" — Psalm 
1J2;1 — as typifying expressions of 
thankfulness, in view of the wonderful 
things which the delegates had been 
permitted to nee anil to hear, as well 
as ot a safe return fi-oin cine -if tlie 
most wonderful juurney.'i that had ever 
been taken to and from the greatest 
coiigri'ss evei- held In all Christendom. 

(.)nc iiarticiil;ir efli'ct of this congress 
had been to la'ing belVin.' the world, iis 
was represented in the Iiiiiiiense me- 
tropolis of Kngland (lyondcjii) and Its 
myriads of vlaltors, the broad fact that 
the church was tlie great centre of llu; 
religious life of every nation, combined 
with the distinct recognition on the 
part of tho world that the cliurch had 
assembled Its representatives from 
every clime tu show Us Influtuico for 
rlahteousness, while tli.' \-ustiiess of 
the church was visible, not only In ihe 
persons of the hundreds of leading 
dignltai-les and delegates assembled, 
but in tile many nations :uid je-ojiies 
who had Ijei.'ii brougiit within the 
bound.-irles of the ,\iigllean coniniuiiion. 
It was made cle;ir duriiii; the debates 
that so recently tile total number of 
the bishops for Groat Britain .-md Ire- 
land was only 46, whereas at the ines- 
ont time the dioceses number 251, 'with 
two or even three bishops in addition 
in cortftln Instances.

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■;■ THE FRASER CENTENARY 

• Today the Exhibition at Now "West- 
iiilnstor opens, and the occasion will 
1)0 KDUiewhat unl<iue, because it will 
be marked by an historical commem- 
oration of the one hundredth anniver- 
sary of the discovery of the Fraser 
•river t)y the pioneer, whose name it 
heiirs. The story ot this dIseovcM'y has 
iilri'ady bi iMi told in tin.' Colonist and 
it would he siil)i'rrhioiis to repeat it, 
but we may say tliat among the events 
In the early Ijistory of the Northwest 
Coast none was of more Interest or ot 
grcalVr Importanee. 'I'lU' existence of 
till' i-Yaser was suspci-led liy Ctallano, 
one of tlie Spanish navlgator.s, who 
explored this coast, when he was 
cruisins oft its mouth during the sum- 
mer of 1792. Others also spoke of It 
but none of the early explorers, ;is far 
as we are aware, ever entered the 
river. In the followlne year Maolsenzie 
was told by the Indians livlns near 
the Peace river that there was a great 
stream flowing to the south though 
it did not empty into the ocean. On 
.Tune 171i, 3 79i3, .Mackenzie readied the 
Fraser, but he supposed Its waters to 
be those of the Columbia, and the map 
o'f his travels, which he prepared, dla- 
dloses that this was his conformed 
opinion. Indecil, ^v\1on tliirtciMi years 
aater Fraser reached the river ho sup- 
Dosed also that if was the Columbia. 
It was in 1806 that Fraser sot out on 
tlie memorable expedition, which lins 
lianded down his n,-ime to posterity. 
Tie spent part of two years In the 
region through Which the Grand Trunk 
Pacific is . about to be buHt, and in 
the summer of 1808 set out to follow 
the Fraser to the sea. He Icff Fort 
Oeorge about the middle of May. 
t^onie doubt has been expressed as to 
whether or not the Intrepid explorer 
ever reached tl^e sea, but there seems 
to bo abundant evidence that he did. 
It was a journey ot Rreat peril, as 
tliose wlio liave gone througli thf 
lower canon of tlie river on tlie Can- 
adian Pacific can readily understand. 
Unfortunately these explorers, while 
great In the Held of action, were not 
experts in the art of relating their 
deeds, so tlKit we are loft to gu<'ss 
at inucli of tlii ii- .xixrliMice In de- 
scending rapids, climbing mountain 
sides, dealing with suspicious Indians 
and suffering from toil, exposure and 
privation. It is eminently fitting tliat j 
llic hemic deeds of Frasor should be 
commemorated in the prosperous eity, 
which stands upon the banks of the 
river bearing his name. It was a great 
achievement to follow tlirit river Vo 
the seir, and perhaps it can be claimeil 
with truth that It Avas the chief means 
Whereby any part of the Northwest 
Coast became British territory. 



Now, hero is one of tho things which 
Mr. Templeman might take time to 
explain.

it has relieved the British taxpayer 
by assuming charges, which he used 
to bear. Half the claim is true. Tho 
British taxi)ayer has been relieved. 
The other half is not true, for this bur- 
den has not been asHumcd. Not that 
the Minister of Militia la not spending 
enougii money for the results ho gets. 
He Is spending far too unieh for all the 
good it Is doing. 0\ir point is that the 
maintenance of this Outjiost of the 
Empire has been neglected, and we 
would nice Mr. Templeman to tell us 
why.

It goes 
without saying that in a growing elty 
like ours, money invested In a first 
class theatre will be safe, for the de- 
mand for .such a structure will be 
greater as the years pass. 

Air. Rlcketts is willing to lease the 
theatre at a rental that will pay a 
fair rate ot interest. People subscrib- 
ing to the project will, therefore, have 
no ri'asou to fear tliat their mone.v will 
remain unprolltable, although we luive 
no doubt that.Jhero are many people 
in Victoria, who would.'be, very glad 
to aid in erecting a good theatre, even 
if they had no prospect of getting any 
return for their money.

Who ri'grctted tl;e lo.;s lli.-it would he 
occasliuied In a business way l)y the 
withdrawal of the Imperial fqrces, 
were assured that Canadian troops 
would spend more inoiioy and busi- 
ness would be the gainer.

Surgery by. electricity Is one of the 
latest announcements from scientific 
Germany. The following description 
Of a wonderful electric knife just in- 
yented Is furnished in a despatch from 
Berlin. 

The knife i.s now undergoing oxhaiKS- 
Sve trials at the hands of I^rof. Bier, 
the head of the universal .surgical 
clinic, with the \-|e\v of demon.strat- 
ing its otlicacy. it Is claimed for it 
that oj)erations can be jierformed more 
flUlekly aiid that tlie lieallng proccs.s 
ISyHlore rapid tlinn In the case where 
the ordinary; scalpel has been used. To 
one end of a six or eight inch glass 
rod, through the centre of whicli passes 
a. conducting wire, is fastened the: blade 
Withotit a cutting edge of a form slmi- 
^^r to that of the common! v u.=ed .-jur- 
glcal knives or like the simple j)robe. 
A liigh frequency current Is, employed, 
and, when tills Is turned oni a.iioiseless 
sparjt half an Inch lohg appears from 
the point of the knife or' pfdbe. The. 
spark incites tho soft, tissues "with the 
name ease as a hot knife goes through 
butter without any apparent cauteriz- 
ation, but, Prof., Bier's experiments have 
.«o far shown that a more profuse 
hemorrhage ensues than by tho use of 
the common knife, it is furtlier claim- 
ed for tlie instruction that it sterilizes 
as it cuts, requires no .shariiening and 
can be easily cleaned. 

The value of technical education lias 
been abundantly recognized In Can- 
ada, and the great science schools of 
the East are each year contributing 
Kcores of well-equipped graduates to 
(he ranks of the men wlio arc build- 
ing Canada's future. Speaking of the 
ojiening of jrcGIII university for the 
ficssloti a Jlontreul correspondent said:

•In tho Belgian Cliamber, s.iys the 
Morning Post, some alteinpts have 
been jnade to deny the Interpretathm 
of till', treaty obligations resting on 
the t:oiigo .State tluit are accepted in 
tills country. Hut whatever the con- 
struction of the actual terms may bo 
in a strict legal scnao, -no one who 
examines tho.negotjatlona that led to 
tho .foundation .bfitjio Congo' State can 
question the fact that It was rccognls- 
Gd.by the Powers on tho understand- 
ing tJiat full respect would bo paid to 
native rights. Now that tho Congo 
State has closed its discreditable ox- 
istcnoe and embarks on a now career 
under Belgian rule, wo trust that 
the hopes so cruelly disappointed may 
be realised In the near future. For a 
time the partisans of tho old regime 
struggled hard to prevent the tranafqr 
to Belgian rule being moro than a 
nomlnal'ohange. Many of the orlglrvr 
al provisions of the colonial law which 
settles the constitution of the Jiew 
colony indicated an evident , Intention 
to retain jiower in the hands of the 
Sovereign, and to prevent ;uiy real 
Huporvisloii on the part of the Belgian 
Chamber. Kveii now the King pre- 
serves tlio riglit to nominate the 
majority of the Colonial Council, and 
the executive jjower will be largely in 
his hands. But it may be hoped that 
the control, given to the Chamber over 
the budget will be used as a lever to 
exercise the necessary guidance over 
the affairs of the colonj', and that th,^ 
popular opinion will be able to main- 
tain a powerful and steady pressure 
in favor of rei'onn. If the long do- 
b.'itea on the question did nothing else 
they iiiiist lia^e served to enlighten 
both deimtles and the jiubllc as to the 
real stat(.' of affairs in the Congo, and 
the knowledge that the eyes of lOurope 
are upon them must spur the Belgian 
nation to dicharge worthily the civil- 
ising mission which they have as- 
sumed.

As the first steji 
loward tile readjustment of finance, it 
is advisable, sa.\ s the 'I'cjklo paijer. that 
tlu^ bounties now paid for the regular 
lines abroad sliouhl be abol islii-d. f(.>r- 
tunately the coini-acts for subsidizing 
these! lines conn: to an enil at the end 
of 11)011, so that a decision should be 
taken not to renew tiie contracts. The 
government is now paying a certain 
amount of bounty to the services to 
ISurope, America, and Australia, in or- 
ffer to develop trade with those con- 
tinents, but the amount of subsidy jxiid 
i,s rather excessive, and a return eoni- 
iiionsurate with the outlay is not to be 
obtained.

Thinks Remarks III-Timod 

Roferring to Dr. Loenholm's state- 
ment that the Japanese objected to In- 
t< rmdrrlage with other nations, and 
(liat ho (Dr. Loenholm) agreed with 
them in this, the Japan Gazi'tte says: 

"At this lime wiu'ii It is the <lesire 
of all tnlnkers to subordinate present 
racial antagonisms to tin; Idea of ra- 
cial ai)proxiniatlon In the future. Dr. 
Loeniiolm's downright utterances are 
remarkable. He plainly says the iiolnts 
ot difference lietween the races are sc5 
many and represent such a wide vari- 
ance that the peoples cannot become 
inllni.ite. J3ishop Awdry's belief in a 
bi-lght future of intermarriages is im- 
possible of realization now. The Japa- 
nese have a very strong race feeling 
iind this. In his opinion, is one of their 
liest points, though It Is dlfllcult to see 
by what standard the possession of ii 
strong race feeling is apinalsed as a 
good national point. It certainly makes 
for division and conlllct, and it would 
.•-■eem that Dr. Loonhiilm in cmjiliaslz- 
iiig this .Japanese trait abroad was in- 
dllferent to that asiiect of the case. 
Similarly he talks later about "Military 
Japan," in the course of his remarks 
sa\-ing: 

" 'There are i)eople who believe in 
eternal jieace and g^'Peral brotherhood, 
but the rise of Japan shows that this 
time Is not .so near a.s tlie.se people 
would have us belii.'Vi'. Dord lioberts 
was right \vheii he i^ald at CJuebcc that 
a country ■ought to be ready for any 
emergency.' " 

"At a time, it may be remarked 
again, when Japan Is endeavoring to 
disabuse the world of the idea of her 
harboring military schemes these out- 
spoken facts and flgures by Dr. Loen- 
holm are not likely to assist her much, 
and Japan might well ask to be saved 
from such friends. And yet it Is dlfh- 
eult to traverse either of these state- 
ments quoted above except In regard 
to the ])olicy of giving tliem out at this 
time. As to that point, too, the jiro- 
fessor does not profess to be a diplo- 
mat and may believe, with otliers, that 
the truth in the end will prevail and 
Its utteiance is never really harmful, 
even if it prompt tlu^ statement that 
the Japanese are wedded to racial feel- 
ing and that lighting is to them a kind 
of religious duty. Nevertheless such 
voluntary statements by such an au- 
thority do not seem calculated to allay 
the antl-Japaneso agitation on the Pa- 
ciilc coast." 

Trade With Canada 

The view expressed by Prof. Locn- 
liolm- that: trade between- Canada and 
Jai)an was also, susceptible of much 
expansion, la criticized by the Gazette. 
It says: 

"The reason given by the wortliv 
Professor for this pessimistic view was 
hl.s conviction that neither country 
pi oduced many products In demand' by 
the other, ond. In point, ho spoke of 
Hour and wheat being Canada's main 
arllch? of export to Japan. Commis- 
sioner Pre-tou, referring to this Inter- 
\iew. l)lun:ly a-^'ciised the doctor of ig- 
norance of commercial conditions in 
l.iOth countries, stating that he had 
li^ts sliowing a larg'j number of ar- 
licli.'S which could be exchanged be.
